She told the diggers that deep in the earth 
where they are now at work is a cave in 
Which ages ago a great Indian chief stored 
immense goid-u treasures, which have 
never been disturbed, and that as a sure 
indication that they were dig g ing in the 
rig ht spot they would come upon the old 
chiefta in’s skeleton a few feet below the 
surface.

Sure enough, it is said, the diggers did 
unearth a skeleton near the place indi­ 
cated; hut immediately afterward they 
struck a harrier of solid rock, through 
which the}' are now slowly and laborious­ 
ly blasting t heir way with giunt powder 
it is a curious fact that the story of such 
a buried treasure has l>eeu handed down 
as a tradition from the first settlem ent of 
this section, and many people living in 
the region at" watching the diggers with 
ex cited interest, half believing that the 
old decrepit st eresa has, in fact, revealed 
the location of the treasure cave.
